LINES IN SESSION 


Convention in Detroit 
Studying Bus 
Operations 


ETROIT, Oct. 
lems _ of impectonce 
growing out of the develop- 
ment of motor bus and motor 


truck transportation and the 
operation of such services by 
railroads are being discussed 
at the first annual convention 
here of the motor transport 
division of the American Rail- 
way Association. 

A. P. Russell, vice-president of the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad, is chairman of the orga- 
nization. 

More than sixty railroads now 
are supplementing their rail serv- 
ice with motor buses and motor 
trucks. The purpose of the or- 

ganization is to bring together 
the railroads interested in the de- 
velopment of motor transporta- 
tion, whether freight or passen- 
ger, to study the problems arising 
therefrom. 

This meeting is studying also the 
application of the rail motor car to 
the use of steam railroads, 
larly on lines where passenger traf- 
fic does not warrant the operation 
of regular trains. 

After the receipt of reports from 
various committees, the convention 
took up discussion of motor coach 
operation by rail carriers, with I 
B. Wilson of San Francisco, vice 
president and manager ol the 
Southern Pacific Motor Transporta- 
tion Company, presiding. The con- 
vention’s discussions include opera- 
tion of rail motor cars with R. L 
Fairbairn, manager of the passen- 
ger service bureau, Can adian Na- 
tional Railway, og mgy? 

The forenoon of the cl 
sion on Friday will be turned over 
to the motor truck section, with G 
C. Woodruff, assistant freight 
fic manager of the New York Cen- 
tral, presiding. At the afternoon 
session on Friday there will be 
joint conference with representa- 
tives of the automotive industry 
The convention is being attended by 
200 representatives of the railroads 
of the United States and Canada.

I7FSHE ADVISORY BOARD of the State Highway Depart- 
ment has caught up with the last legislative authoriza- 
tion of trunk line highway routes, totaling 500 miles. At 
the board’s last meeting eighty-four miles of addition to 
existing trunk lines were approved. Now, unless some 
appropriate action is taken by the Legislature at its next 
session, the state may designate no new routes of this char- 
acter. It is expected, naturally, that the Legislature will 
take action. Michigan’s network of trunk lines, while it is 
impressive, is by no means near the saturation point.

Good Fall Trade 


Auburn., Ind., Oct. 25.—A de- 
cided increase in fall business gen- 
erally throughout the Northwest- 
ern and Pacific Coast states is the 
forecast of N. E. McDarby, sales 
manager of Auburn, who has com- 
pleted a four weeks’ trip through 
the territory. 

McDarby’s observations come after 
a close study of the factors that 
make for prosperity in these states 
and through a first-hand contact 
with automobile dealers and busi- 
ness men generally. 

“While in some cities in these dis- 
tricts business is now slightly below 
nermal,” said McDarby, “there is a 
decided tendency throughout the 
states west of the Mississippi to go 
forward and in a great part of this 
territory business shows an unusual 
spurt. 

“In Minnesota, Montana, Wash- 
ington and Oregon conditions are 
unusually forward looking and signs 
of record automobile sales for this 
period of the year are evident. It is 
true that in many states business 
is spotty. This is especially notice- 
able in Nebraska and some other 
wheat states. One of the principal 
factors.in this condition is that 
crops are far in excess of normal 
and farmers are holding them for 
better prices.”

OR SOME time the Automotive Daily News has been 
running a most interesting and significant series of 
articles on dealers who have found the way to pay their rent 
with accessories. 

Dealers who have made a success in this field of extra 
equipment agree almost unanimously that the way to sell 
the customer these extra conveniences is to equip the car with 
them and then show him the complete vehicle, quoting the 
price to include the extras. Dealers who adopt this method 
of making equipment sales have registered real success with 
a department that in many cases not only pays the rent but 
brings extra income into the coffers. 

It seems to the Automotive Daily News that dealers may 
go even further than they commonly do in this matter of 
getting clients to take fully equipped cars. For instance, at 
this time of year we believe a dealer would have real suc- 
cess in selling radiator shutters, if he will install this equip- 
ment on cars ready for delivery and lump the cost in with the 
price of the car. The fact that most cars are sold on deferred 
payments spreads the cost of extra equipment over so long a 
period and makes the additional cost each month so small 
that selling the completely equipped car is not a hard job. 
Many of our dealer readers sel] added equipment on nearly 
100 per cent. of the cars that leave their showrooms. 

Another item that could easily be added to the equipment 
of the delivered car is a Set of tire chains. This season of 
the year is propitious for making this sale, and we believe 
our readers will find it a profitable source of added income. 
In cars not equipped with a heater, the salesman can 
usually get an order for such installation, though, obviously, 





it cannot be put in place until the customer has been per- 


suaded he wants one. 

In short, we do not believe that the income-produc- 
ing possibilities of added equipment have as yet been 
exhausted. We feel that alert dealers can expand this 
extra equipment business to an even more important 
proportion of their total income than they now do.
